' W hat has it m ean t to Britain ’s Nation al 
Health Serv ice?

Mr. Wilson ’s report con tain s this 
statem en t: 
“ The Un ited Kin gdom health serv ice is, 
in fact, socialized medicin e NHS is popu lar 
with British v oters. They wou ld driv e from 
off’ce an y politician who sou ght to repeal 
it. ’ 


H ERE, THEN. is the issu e in the cou n try 
m ost often cited as the horrible ex am ple of 
w h it happen s u n der socialized medicin e. 
Thou gh n othin g of the kin d is ev en bein g 
proposed in the Un ited States, British ex ­ 
perien ce is frequ en tly cited here as the 
reeson for av oidin g socialized medicin e. The 
fact is there is n o an alogy between con - 
dn on s here an d in Britain before Nation al 
Health Serv ice was started. Socialized medi­ 
cin e wou ld hav e n o appeal in the Un ited 
States. It had a powerfu l appeal in Britain 
Medical care in Britain was v irtu ally n on ­ 


ex isten t for people ou tside the largest cities. 
Competen t doctors were scarce an d their 
serv ices w ere n ot made av ailable to the 


m asses. 
Socialized medicin e had become a dy n am ic 
political issu e by the en d of World W ar II. 
I; was the Labou r party ’s great chan ce to 
show 
the 
British m asses what 
cou ld 
be 
dore in their behalf by a socialist-min ded 
gov ern men t. For million s of Briton s it was 
fhe;r first medical care. Small won der they 
swamped it at the ou tset with dem an ds for 
ey e glasses, den tal care, hearin g aids an d 
applian ces 
to help 
the crippled 
an d de­ 
formed. 


THERE 
IS n othin g comparable to that 
con dition in the Un ited States. The problem 
here is n ot how to m ake medical care av ail­ 
able bu t how to m eet the costs of medical 
care for aged people withou t earn in g power 
or person al sav in gs—n ot the bill for the 
doctor, which u su ally is the sm allest an d 
•th “ easiest to defer, bu t the hospital bill. 
Medically , B ritain ’s Nation al Health Ser­ 
v ice has been a failu re as far as British 
d >rtors are con cern ed. 
Bu t sociologically , 
politically —an d medically —it has been a su c­ 
cess as far as British v oters are con cern ed. 
That is the shape of the issu e there. 
Nothin g proposed here su ggests that it 
win be the shape of the issu e in the Un ited 
States where medical 
care is taken 
for 
gran ted—so mu ch so, in fact, 
that 
t h e 
coi n try has a problem of how to cope with 
the cost of carin g for citizen s whose life

The abov e qu otation might giv e 
the impression that the Presiden t 
was worry in g abou t hardships u p­

Social Secu rity an d that, an y way ,

of them, becau se ov er 65 they can 
dedu ct 
all

The Presiden t certain ly w asn ’t 
describin g a situ ation an alogou s 
to that which con fron ts m an y peo­ 
ple. His plan calls for an in crease 
in Social Secu rity tax es — in some 
cases by as mu ch as 17 per cen t. 
The n ew tax will apply to 74 mil­ 
lion person s u n der Social Secu rity . 
All this is design ed to take care 
of the min ority who may get sick 
in old age an d hav e to go to a 
hospital or n u rsin g home. The n ew 
project, howev er, doesn ’t prov ide 
pay m en ts for doctors' 
bills, 
bu t 
on ly hospital costs an d n u rsin g 
care ov er an d abov e the first $90. 
Oppon en ts in sist that the n eedy 
can be taken care of by a direct 
appropriation by Con gress each 
y ear withou t raisin g the Social 
Secu rity tax es. The objection of 
the Presiden t to this is that it re­ 
qu ires a “ m ean s test” or what he 
called 
in 
his 
Su n day 
speech 
“ pau per’s oath.” 
The fact is that the docu men t 
sign ed by the patien t wou ld be 
con fiden tial. It’s like his in come 
tax retu rn , which certain ly is n ot 
open to pu blic v iew. 


MANY PERSONS who “ go on 
relief” hav e to sign certain pap­ 
ers. They don ’t seem to min d a

It 
cov ers doctors an d 
n u rsin g as 
well as hospital bills. It is in op­ 
eration m m an y states. 
Fu n ds for hosptal bills for tha 
aged can be prov ided throu gh pri­ 
v ate in su ran ce or from gen era! 
tax es an d thu s av oid an other cu t 
in “ take-home pay " for the work­ 
ers of America, th e av erage em ­ 
ploy e realistically con siders h i s 
take-home pay as the n et amou n t 
av ailable to him for cu rren t ex ­ 
pen ses. whether he or she is 21 
y ears old or 60. 
The added Social Secu rity tax 
for medical care for the aged is 
estim ated at $16 billion for the 
first y e*» .r an d wou ld r.se to $19 
billion .t fiv e y ears. This m ean s 
that the total take-home pay of 
the employ e an d the profits of 
corporation s will be cu t by that 
amou n t. For the em ploy er pay s 
half of the ex tra social secu rity 
tax in crease. 
Also when an item of $18 bil­ 
lion is added to wage costs in the 
n ation al econ omy , it is ev en tu al­ 
ly reflected in higher wages an d 
higher 
prices. 
W orkers 
are 
promptly told by the labor u n ion s 
that the cu t in take-home pay will 
be offset by an in crease in wages. 


A 
DIRECT 
appropriation by 
Con gress cou ld ev en tu ally m ean 
less ex pen se than the Social Secu r­ 
ity 
lev y . 
It cou ld be imposed 
throu gh the gen eral tax stru ctu re 
on those who cou ld best afford to 
pay it. 
The adm in istration plan , m ore­ 
ov er, 
doesn ’t 
cov er 
ev ery body . 
There are, for in stan ce, 9 million 
person s in the labor force, in clu d­ 
in g the self-employ ed, who are n ot 
cov ered n ow by Social Secu rity . 
Also, abou t 3 million in div idu als 
already 65 y ears of age or older 
are n ot eligible for Social Secu r­ 
ity ben efits an d wou ld receiv e n o 
medical-care aid u n der the Ken ­ 
n edy play . 
So it isn ’t a case of hard-hearted 
folks opposin g medical care for 
the aged.
